hear or fee.—It is likewife well known, that from the coldnefs 
of our climate, and the {cantinefs of our crops for fume yeass 
bygone, the Legiflator and the Landed Intereft have both 
been obliged to contribute for the fupply of the nation from 
foreign countries. —We could have withed, that fome of the 
more opulent Burghs had appeared betoré us; but as none 
feemed to {top forward, we thought it our duty to make this 
public advertifement: And if any fhall incline to follow, we 
will willingly contribute our fhare to any expence that fhall 
be incurred in making application to Parliament, for the 
good of the nation in general; and with, that if any hall 
follow out example, that they would appoint Delegates to 
mee* at Edinburgh.
